Ross Pope, president of the Stud- 
ent Council, announced Sunday 
that parking space for students, a 
subject which has been n political 
football In student politics for 
more than a year, will be partly 
solved when the preparation of 
the lot, which was recently pur- 
chased by the University as a 
sight for the proposed gymnasium, 
has been leveled and equipped for 
a temporary parking lot. 

The lot. which extends from 23rd 
St. almost to 22nd, takes up about 
half the block, and Charles E. Mer- 
ry, in charge of buildings rnd 
grounds estimates that It w >uid 
afford parking facilities for aoout 
350 cars. i . 

Under Council* Supervision 

The supervision of the lot, Pope 
said, will be under the Student 
Council. The attendants, who will 
be on hand from 7:30 a. m. to 
7:30 p. m. will be N. Y. A. worker^. 
Pope said that the project should 
he completed by the end of next 
week, that is. in time for flnql ex- 
aminations, but that it would be 
completest at the vei;y latest, In 
time for the beginning of next 
semester. 

The only requirement which 
those wishing to park in the lot 
will have to meet will be to prove 
that they are students by showing 
t hoi** Student Activities books. 
There will be special identification 
cards for faculty members. This 
will be done in order to keep cars 
of those who are not connected 
with the University off the lot. 

\ Problem Old One 

Though the lot which Is to be 
usad for parking was Mpii-i 
month ago, and It was recently 
turned over to the Student Council 
for parking purposes until It might 
be needed for the erection of the 
field house, the project of parking 
space for students has been before 
the University for some time. The 
first meeting of last year’s Service- 
controlled Student Council resolved 
that something shbuld be done 
about It, and both major student 
political parties Indorsed It In the 
student elections of last spring. 

In addition to the parking lot, 
Pope said that a survey would’ soon 
he undertaken by a committee if 
the Student Council to discover, if 
possible, the percentage of tm* cars 
which are parked In this Immedi- 
ate neighborhood, belonging to peo- 
ple connected with the University. 
The survey will be carried on with 
a view to securing more parking 
si*<tce for the exejus-v' use of Uni- 
versity stud nts and lacjlty. 


Final sketches of the murals to 
be painted in the Student Club 
will be completed within the next 
two weeks, according to Harlan 
McClyre, chairman of the Student 
Council committee which is work- 
ing with the Division of Fine Arts 
on the project.

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Calisthenic Facilities Needed 

H E N the new gymnasium or field house, the 
future plans for which the Administration con- 
firmed sometime ago, is erected, it would be very 
advantageous to part-time students, as well as prob- 
ably to full-time students, if arrangements could be 
included In the building plans to provide physical 
recreational facilities for students. Full-time stu- 
dents may not appreciate such facilities as they are 
required to take physical education classes, and many 
of them to devote their physical energies along var- 
aity and intramural sports. But many of the part- 
time students, who from necessity work all day 
indoors for a livelihood, have so little time left in a 
day after working and attending classes, that they 
have open to them almost no means of physical exer- 
cise except, perfiaps walking. Students might avail 
themselves of a gym by joining the "Y". But most 

5 art-time students must go in the late afternoon 
frect from work to class, and at the conclusion of 
class periods and a subsequent bite to eat, the hour 
at which the “Y" gym closes Is nearly at hand. 

* It is true that the installation of calisthenic equip- 
ment and probably lockers and small dressing 
benches for this use would require a considerable 
expenditure. To help repay the University for 
such *h appropriation, if it should be made, a semes- 
ter fee might be levied, on those wishing to exercise 
in the gym, proportionate to that charged for th* 
same length of time by the ”‘Y”. If the Univeraity 
is skeptical of this suggestion because of a fear that 
too few part-time students would desire to avail 
themselves of calisthenic facilities, the Administra- 
tion could send out brief inquiry blanks with tuition 
statement, and thereby determine the sentiment of 
the student body. 

A half hour of calisthenics for even two or three 
evenings a week, and although without class super- 
vision, will go fat- to aid the student to keep physi- 
cally fit, ultimately resulting in greater mental alert*, 
ness, so necessary to a successful student. Of course 
tome part-time students would not be interested in 
this suggestion at all, and while but a small per- 
centage of the rest of them would be able to arrange 
their -time to fit a regular set calisthenic schedule, 
it is felt that large percentage of part-time stu- 
dents would realize their need for such exercise and 
would take adyanfage of the opportunity if it could 
be offered.

Dr. Vincent Du Vigneaud, profei- 
sor of biochemistry In the Medi- 
cal School, was Elected to the Coun- 
cil of the American Association for 
the Advancement of Science at the 
meetings held recently at Atlantic 
City. The Council Is a body of 
about 250 representatives of con- 
stituent societies of the association. 

Dr. Sam Trelease of Columbia

Davis has taken special examina- 
tions in order to complete this 
semester’s work before the expedi- 
tion leaves next week. The group, 
headed by Dr. William Mann, di- 
rector of the National Zoo, will 
probably leave from the West Coast 
as soon as shipping difficulties oc- 
casioned by the seamen's strike 
have been cleared up. 

Davis said he hopes to stay with 
>the expedition the eight months 
which is expected will be spent in 
the East Indies. Headquarters will 


first be established in Sumatra, 
from which field trips will be made 
to Java, India, Ceylon, the Celebes, 
and Siam. 

Principal object of thq»*xpedi- 
tion will be to bring back new 
animals, birds, and reptiles for the 
Zoo. Besides Indian elephants and 
Bengal tigers, many animals, birds, 
and snakes never put on exhibition 
in this country will be sought. The 
expedition, with Its captives, will 
return to this country on a 
freighter. 

Davis' work will be chiefly in 
assisting with tfye capture and care 
of birds, which he will later help 
exhibit tfnd care for in the Zoo, 
where he is an ornithologist, 

Davis said he will hot return to 
the University before the second 
semester next year. He is working 
for a B. S. degree in zoology.

Prof. Walter L. Moll, of the I.aw | 
School, has translated the book. 
“Fundamental Principles of the So- 
ciology of Law", from the German 
text by Eugen Ehrlich, the famous 
professor of Roman law at Czerno- 
wltz.
